The month of April saw.produc-
tion figures of 71,157, while May
reached 74,617. June broke all pre-
vious records with a total figure
of 77,241, although the remarkable
sales record of May topped any-
thing in the history of the company
when more than 84,000 cars were
sold, about ten thousand more than
the total production for the month
and wiping out stocks throughout
the country.

The close of the first half of the
calendar year saw a total produc-
tion of 384,578 cars and trucks, as
against 249,834 during the same

but found only death instead be-
neath the grinding wheels of the
gpeeder and the criminally reckless
and intoxicated driver, the victims
of an ironic paradox of fate that
promjsed happiness but gave only
SOITOW.

More than fifty of the dead were
revealed to have been “hit and run”
victims.

A veritable army of maimed and
crippled is shown to have been cre-
ated by smashups, collisions and
other accidents, most of which
could have been avoided. Of the
6282 reported hurt, 1968 were
classified in the report as “seri-
ously injured or crippled,” offer-
ing a glaring example of the need
of a public awakening to the men-
ace of careless driving.

“At least 90 percent of these ac-
cidents were unnecessary,’ said
Chief Will H. Marsh.

The big centers of population, as
usual, showed the heaviest per-
centage of accidents. Los Angeles
and San Francisco alone were cred-
ited with 159 deaths.
